Si Anriux Lawtey has replied 
to the protest from  -Boksl 

against the erection of a church for 
coloured people within its pre: 
inets. The reply is able and con- 
sise, and makes short work of 
the three clauses in the protest, 
In answer to the first clause that 
the churches of other denominations 
had made applications for stands 
which had not been granted, it ia 
pointed out that the applications. 
are still being considered. Tn reply 
to the second, that the number of 
coloured people did not warrant 
the erection of a church, Sir 
Arthur finds that the numbers are 
“quite suficient.” And in reply. 
to tho third point, that the church 
would be detrimental to, tho| ine 
fereste ofthe town, Sif) Arthur 
ays) blunily, he “could not per- 





suade himself that the erection of a 
Substantial church on the very out- 
‘skirts of the town could be harmful 
to the interests of anyone” He 
further points out thuthe considers 
the refusal on the part of either tho 
Government or the Town Council 
to sanction the crection of a church 
of this nature would be “absolutely 
indefensible.” Finally, His Ex- 
cellency reminds the Council. that 
according to their own minutes, 
tho matter had been shelved. 

But is Boksburg satisfied with 
this crushing reply? Of course 
not! Sir Arthur has been misled ; 
his information is wrong ; he must 
bo corrected on these and other 
points. And the Council, we read, 
are going to do it. Sir Arthur, 
and the Government he represents, 
must he brought to their senses ; 
and who more fit to do this than 





“The Village”? Doubtless other 
old and threadbare arguments will 
again be brought. It will probably 
be found—as in another notable 
example—to be a “grave danger 
to the public health.” A clap- 


trap phrase like that has a fine, 
catchy ring about it, Some 
flimay evidence of “‘insanitation”” 
will be brought to give a shadow 
of support to the claim; for it is 
noteworthy that the greater the lie, 
the more does it endeavour to give 
‘itself tho aspect of truth. Doubtless 
the old cry will be raised of religion 
being bad for the coloured man, 
‘against the united voice of those 
who are best able to judge. It may 
be that the hostility against the 
erection of a church is an unwilling 
tribute to the power of religion. Tt 
‘may proceed from a sub-conscious 
fear that the church will fulfil its 
mission too well, and by increasing 
religion, and the education that 
springs naturally from it, make the 


competitor. Is this to he regretted ? 
We think not. ‘The rise of Japan

“white man" is to retain his 


supremacy, he must deserve it, 
Methods. of opprossion and re 
pression ary out of date. 

It affords us extreine satisfaction 
that His Excellency has taken an 
independent and impartial view of 
this matter of the church, thongh 
it is only what woe expected. It 
fills us with renewed hope when 
we think of a similar protest 
against tho erection of a place of- 
worship in another town. Sir 
Arthur has what Potchefstroom 
and Boksburg lack—the true 
gentleman's regard for the religious 
instincts of others.

Fkow a cablegram in the local 
papers, we notice that Mr, Lyttelton, 
in reply to a question, jias stated 
that the position of the British 
Tndiuns in the Transvaal has been 
bettered by the judgment in the 
test case of Motan va. the Govern- 
ment, With all due respect, we 
venture to think that the statement 
is notin accord with facts; and 
in any case, why should he or 
the Government take the slightest 
credit for any relief in the position 
hecause it was obtained in spite of 
the Government? Is it not a fact 
that the Government opposed the 
application for allicenee made to the 
Supreme Court? They wero re- 
presonted by threo eminent counsel, | 
‘atl they! really “drové the Indian 


‘community to the test case, becanse 
it was undertaken after even the 
old bona-fide traders were refused 
Ticences to trade, on the ground 
fiat they didnot hold licences 
immediately before the outbreak of 
hostilities. ‘That they traded out- 
side locations before the war, was 
not held sufficient. 

We are, indeed, strongly re 
minded of the pre-war days, Then, 
too, there was a test cso exactly 
similar to the one ieferred to by 
Mr. Lyttelton. Then, the British 
Government assisted the Indians to 
fight the case. They contended 
with the Indians, that under Law 3 
of 1885, Indian trade ontside 
locations was not prohibited, but 
after the ‘Transvaal passed into 
British hands, a differnt tune was 
played. ‘The same British Govern 
ment, in the test case of Motan, 
instructed Counsel to oppose the 
Indian contention, 





Tt is strange 
that, having this knowledge, Mr. | 
Lyttelton should appropriate credit 
for the decision of the 
Court on the test case. But, as we 
have said, the position of the 
Indians has not in any way become: 
better then it was during the Boor 
regime. Tt has certainly become 
better than it was before the west 
‘case, but after the establishment of 
British Government in the Trans 
vaal, the decision of the Supreme 
Court enables the Indians, on pay- 
‘ment of licence money, to trade 
where they like. Before the war, 
under the protection of the British 
Government, the Indians were able 
to trade where they liked with. 
out payment of any licence money- 
It is true that the Indians tendered 
the licence money, but the Boer 
Government declined to accept 
it, and were powerless, owing to 
British opposition, to prosecute the 
Indians who, with their knowledge 
and under notice to them, traded 
Outside locations.

Hitherto wo have had to 
draw attention to the township 
oqulations, Embéldened by the 
impunity with whieh these regula- 
tions have passed muster, the 
Municipality of Bloemfontein has 
now secured an ordinance giving 
them almost the same powers that 
have been arrogated by several 
townships of the Orange River 
Colony through the regulations to 
which attention bas heen drawn 
from time to time in this journal. 
‘The passing of this Ordinance: 
shows that the sntinAsiatic clauses

fof such youths, and anthorises the 
parents or guardiems of the latter 
to sue the seller of the offensive 
product for a refund of the mor 
paid to him, notwithstanding des- 
triction of the things sold, whilst 
it also enables teachers in Govern~ 
ment schools to punish smoking by 
boys us a school offence. It has 
been often said that. people cannot 
be made sober by Act of Parlia- 
ment, and the same may be equally 
applicable to Mr. Schreiner’s Bill;

Anti-Indian Legislation in 
a Natal. 


Ix a recent number of the Natal 
Government Gazette the 
Bills published which shew how 
bal the financial position of the 
Colony is. One of the Bills isinten- 
ded to impose a poll-tax of £1 per 
head onevery adult male of the age 
‘of 18 years or over.

‘The following re- 
solution was passed: "That this 
meeting of coloured-born British 
subjects hereby expresses its extreme 
dissatisfaction over the tenets of the 
Constitution under which the ‘Trans- 
vaal Colony is to be governed. It 
regrets this exclusion from the fran- 
chise and the meagre provision made 
4s a grave act of injustice unworthy of 
British traditions, and views with 
alarm the revulsion of feeling that will 
result throughout South Africa. Not 
onlyare the coloured people degraded 
anttheir progress retarded thereby, but 
patriotism will become strangled in’ a 
loyal, progressive and devoted section 
of His Majesty's subjects. Lt respect 
fully prays thar revision of the Or- 
dinance may be made accordingly.”

Te seems impossible to convince the

A free Indian named V. G. Pi 
was arrested by the borough police 
for contravening the 49th by-law, 
which provided’ that any coloured 
person who shall be found wandering 
About after. 9 o'clock p.m., and prior 
to 5 o'clock a.m, and not giving 
good account of himself or herself, or 
fot being provided with a pass of his 
‘or her employer, will be subject to a 
penalty. ‘The City Assistant Magis- 
trate found the man not guilty, and 
discharged him, .holding that he did 
not come within the definition of the 
‘word coloured person as contained it 
the Vagrancy Act, on which the by= 
law was framed, ‘That definition is as 
follows: “Coloured person shall 
man, lascar, or any of the 
commonly called Kafr” ete. 
The question was brought in 
by the corporation for inte 
of'the word *coolie.” Mr. Greene, 
C., appeared for the corporation, and 
Dr, Nundy for the respondent, Pillay. 
The Chief Justice, in giving judg- 
ment, said the question for decision 
was as to whether accused was a 
coloured perso=within the meaning 
of the Vagrancy Lay, and whether he 
‘was wandering about. ‘There could be 
no question that he was out after 9 
‘oldock without pass. ‘The other ques- 
tion was an important one, affecting 
a large number of his, Majesty's sub- 
jects in the colony. The Court was 
bound by the definition of coloured 
persons given in the Law, however 
incomplete or unsitisfactory it might 
be, ‘They had to decide only whether 
the respondent was a coolie. When 
the law was passed in 1869 there 
were a certain number of persons in 
the Colony who were known as 
coolies. ‘The term

Sir—I read the weekly issues of 
your Useful paperawith a great deal 
of interest, and I must confessythat 
T am. thoroughly disgusted with tbe. 
way in which British Indians are 
treated in South Africa. Tt isa strike 
ing fact, but none the less true, that 
the people who shout the loudest 
about our “Glorious Empire,” and

Mojesty, Queen Victoria, was pro- 
claimed “Empress of India," are the 
very people who treat with contempt 
‘our fellow subjects of that great Em 
pire.

equal justice to all Tt may, or it may 
fot be an accident, but it is a fact 
that practically all the great men who, 
sympathise with the Indian people, 
are, with but few exceptions, inembers 
of the liberal party.

Protab Chandra Mo- 
zoomdar 


“ THidden Away by the Great Reaper 
in the Folds of the Eternal” 

‘The sadl news has reached Madras 
that the Rev. Protap Chandra Mo- 
zoomndat, Leader of the Brahmo Sama}, 

nus and social reformer 
and orator of Calcutta, breathed his 
last on Saturday afternoon, June 26th, 
‘The mantle of the illustrious Keshub 
Chander Sen at his death in 188, 
descended on the playmate of his, 
earliest years and friend and disciple 
in later life, Protap, who has since 
been the acknowledged leader and 
the most prominent exponent of the 
“Brahmo Samaj"—the movement of 
religious and social reform in Ben 

Protap Chandra was born in 
October 1840, in a village near Cale 
cutta. Young Protsp received his 
early education in Bengali fh the olde 
fashioned way na school, 
“where the pupils squatted on the 
floor, each one on his square mat." 
From here he passed on toa 
school, where he underwent much 
hard work, in masterin; a the piselings 
fergulaity of English speling, 
the perplexing uncertainty of pre 
ROUNCiNE Engi. WORE" Tale 0b, 
he joined the Presidency College, 
where he was the favourite of every 
professor, except the professor of 
mathemalies, ‘This is interesting i 
view of what ite calls ty 
matical miraana in altersite 
1859 he left College. “Here was 
a spirited young man left adrift in 

orld,” as he himsel tells us, wit 
plenty of intelligence, sentiment and 
power of Tanguaye, but without much 
force. of character, and with 
sufficient principles "—a description 
that could be fittingly applied to any 
average college-trained youth on the 
exe of entering the battle of life. 

Karly in Tite, however, Protap came 
under the ennobling and elevating 
influence of his lifelong friend and 
teacher, Keshub Chunder Sen; and 
the companionship served to intensity 
and accentuate his religious and 
moral tendencies, — Mozoomdar_Ia- 
boured hard and faithfully as a trusted 
co-worker of Keshub’s for years to- 
gether. ‘The following excerpt from 
the preface to the first edition of h 
“Life and ‘Teachings of Keshub 
Chunder Sen”—not only the best 
biography ever written in. English by 

n Indian, but probably: the best life 
of the Brahmo leader that bas been

‘They are the children. of 
Henry Wooldridge and his 
This case is a particularly sad 
one. On the night of the terrible 
storm, all went well with the Wool- 
ridges, Next day, about twelve noon, 
the sad disaster occurred to. th 
family. Mr. Wooldridg 
twelve noon, heard a noise at the bac 
of bis house, a great rumbling, sound. 
Before he had time to discover the 
cause, his house was turned over to an 
angle of about forty-five degrees, 
throwing them all violently against the 
wall. (The house is made of wood 
and iron, fastened down on wooden 
piles.) 

Without a moment's notice, the 
house then, with all the inmates, glided 
down the hill for about thirty yards, 
and then rolled over and over down 
the steep hill, until the house was 
shattered to pieces, and all were swept 
{nto a stream of foaming water, ninety 
feet (go) wide, with an average depth 
of twelve (12) feet, which was 
originally, before the storm, twelve 
(12) feet wide, with banks six feet high, 
and the flow of water about one foc 
or even less,

ir Mancherjee Bhownaggree has 
done useful work by calling attention 
the House of Commons to the 
discrepancy between Mr. Lyttleton’s 
despatch upon the ‘Transvaal Consti- 
tution and the peace terms. arranged 
in 1992, Inhis despatch Mr. Lyttle- 
ton stated that the reason why the 
Government were unable to, mutke 
provision for the representation of 
His Majesty's coloured subjects in the 
‘Transvaal Constitution was that they 
were debarred from doing so by the 
peace terms. The clause in the con 
ditions of peace dealing with this 
question is as follows:—® The ques- 
tion of granting the franchise to the 
natices Will not be decided until after 
the introduction of self government.” 
Mr. Lyttleton has interpreted this 
clause to include Indians, although 
they are not natives of the Transvaal. 
Tt may perhaps be argued that when 
the Boers signed these peace terins 
they used the word natives’ to include 
all coloured persons, aud this is now 
Mr. Lyttleton’s defence. If, however, 
wwe eximine the Report of the Royal 
Commission on the Natives of South 
Africa, we find no authority whatever 
for this extended definition of the 
‘word ‘native!’ ‘The word ‘native’ is 
clearly understood to, be a coloured 
person of African origin, and it is not 
either popularly or legally employed 
to include Asiatics. ‘The truth of the 
‘matter, of course, is that Mr. Lyttleton 
itheld the franchise rom British 
Indians in the Transvaal, not out. of 
spect for an enforced interpretation 
of the conditions of peace, but, sole 
out of deference to the pre

Do ve in. this country sufficiently 
realize what is meant by co-operation 
in matters agricultural? In a recent 
letter I informed readers of Sndsan |

Department of Agriculture

sensus of opinion that something 

comes in the way of acting up to

" doned. The degree to which latitude 
may be allowed forms a considerable 

‘subject for dispute, and, in fact, varies 

not only with the corporate opinion 
of the society to which a_ person 
belongs, but with every individual's 

view of his interests as apart. from 
* those of his neighbour. 

‘The absurdity of allowing any 
 deparure from the truth becomes 
apparent, however, when there is a 
stant of agreement as to the pro- 

portions it should be allowed to 
Assume. ‘There can be no equity or 
jiistice in a copartnery where one 
48 acting up to the truth and the other 
is being deceived. Failure to be 
truthful, therefore, prevents business 
and co-operation, the fruit of honesty 
and godliness, 

Civilisation, a8 we perceive it, seems 
not necessary to a knowledge of 
‘the Truth ; but truth is nevertheless 
cestential to a successful civilisation. 
The principal effect of Western 

civilisation has been the establish. 
‘of harmonious co-operation, 
hence have sprung the Industries, 

and Commerce, the Arts and 
he Sciences. ‘The co-operation under 
Which these have succeeded has been 
Jargely developed and led by England, 
fand the mind of the people i saturated 
with the ideal of truth on which they 
have developed. ‘Thus the practical 
proof! of Christianity seems to. be 
shown in the successful co-operation 
between a man and his neighbour, on 
the basis of truth, 

What the Western nations call 
civilisation, really is co-operation 
under organised methods for: mutual

Jeasures. But in the competition to 
“secure the largest share of these, 
‘hations, communities and individuals 
_ have often proved selfishly regardless

This is better than war and des. 
These are the sort of 
ng to us from expertence, 
which Christ predicted when He

Then what is this latitude or 
divergence from the truth which 
seems to be of universal consent, 
but which is difficult to measure 
or define? If there is no substantial 
understanding about it between 
persons co-operating, then the diver- 
genice leaves them without a com- 
mon standard of morality, and there 
is no firm basis of faith as to 
what others will account it right 
to. do, 

The explanation seems tobe, 
that our desire to diverge from 
‘Truth originates with an erroneous 
idea, that by so doing we may 
procure materlal advantages without 
paying the fall price of them. In 
this case we rare judging with a 
mind which is the outcome of or 
experiences and environment, which 
‘has probably been tised wholly with 
a view to selfishly gratifying our 
senses to as great a degree as 
possible, with scant regard to the 
interests _of the neighbour, the caste, 
or our country, to say nothing of 
humanity at large, We have thought 
in a minor degree of the duty we 
‘owe to ourselves to check 
desires and reduce them to legi 
mate limits. We have forgotten that 
pure selfishness is an absolutely 
false guide in dealing with others. 
The efforts of all religious teachers 
are continually directed to impress 
this on us; as also the necessity 
for an appeal to a mind superior 
to our own to show us the way.

Want every attempt is being made 
ia South Africa to discourage Indian 
education, signs are not wanting to 
show that in India itself the desire for 
education bas taken deep root in the 
hearts of the people, and. that before 
many years are out,we may even find 
compulsory education adopted in the 
advanced parts of India. Macaulay 
penned the famous Education Minute 
fn 1836. Tt was then that Indian 
education received its real impetus, 
and yet “in the census of 1991, it 
was found that only one in ten of the 
female population were literate.” Mr. 
HD. Kantavala, the Director of 
Public Instruction in the State of 
Baroda, contributes a very valuable 
aper to Last and West for August 
Aewording to oar authority, thé nul:

A large share of 
the wealth produced by co-operation 
legitimately sticks to the leaders of it, 
"They are erroneously styled capitalists, 
and regarded as distinct from, 
labourers. ‘Their capital on the one 
hand really consists of the credit 
for wisdom these leaders can com 

men have in the 
‘These leaders originate and develop 
plans for the co-operation of labour, 
| in faith and confidence that honest 
work will be done for a fair wage, Tt 
is the power of truth that makes this 
co-operation possible afd efficient 
and the experience of such co- 
‘operation brings out the beauty and 
divine majesty of truth. Tt is better 
for the youth of India to realise thi 
at the beginning of an era of industrial 
development, than afterwards, and if 
we warn students that education 
received in Universities can never 
be effective without the leavea of 
‘Truth and Divine Love to accompany 
| it, tis to be hoped it can be done 
without offence, Th an agricultural 
community, men seem to be more 
directly. co-operating with God in 
cultivating the fruits of the earth, and 
truth is not subject to such severe 
temptat It is with the advent 
of wealth that men lose their heads, 
and injury to character ensues.

Competition of nationalities is no 
doubt responsible for some of the 
poverty, which at times alfects every 
country, making supply and demand 
usable and uncertain. But these 
and other quéstions are such as coul 
be treated by international capital 
and labour organisations, assisted by 
Government's -xetion in regulating 
import and export duties to reduce 
competition which exceeds desirable | 
limits.

18 no other 
place for them to go to, they have no 
means of getting. education. ‘The 
reason given is that the Colonial 
‘Treasurer cannot sanction the provi 
sion of a teacher for the girls’ section 
of the school, For infants of the 
better class of Indians, to0, there is ab- 
solutely'nio provision. ‘his is retrench- 
ment gone mad, and the whole posi 
tion is in the highest degree discredit- 
able to the Government, and is cal- 
ulated to bring discredit on the 
whole Colony. ‘The question may be 
a difficult one, but it has been hand- 
Jed from first fo last, in a thoroughly 
tactless and grossly incompetent man- 
ner by whoever is responsible.

Surgeon of Potchefstroom, and the 
following is the report that he gave. 

Tn going through the various pre 
mises I am pleased to say Twas 
greatly impressed with the general 
condition of each place I visited, 

joth internally as well as externally 
‘aking all things into consideration, 
the back yards are all perfectly clean 
| and sanitary. T'saw no accumulation 
of rubbish, this I understand being 
carried away daily by the contractor. 
The bucket system is enfo 
other parts of the town 
attended to by the Sanitary Depart 
ment, and I can find no fault from 
what T saw. There appears to me to. 
be no overcrowding as regards sleep 
ing accommodation, At the ‘back of 
each business premises, in addition, 
Iynoticed a kind of mess room capable 
of seating about five to eight persons, 
and each has its own kitchen, these 
are also well kept.” 

We mention these things to show 
under what disadvantages we ha 
Jabour, and what misrepresentations 
are made. against us, We have no 
hesitation in saying that the whole of 
the anti-Asiatic agitation is due to.

For the Prevention of Malarial 
Fever, etc. 





‘Some Extracts 


The Nata? Goverament Gasette 
publishes some Health Regulations | 
of which the following are some ex- 
tracts ~ 

2. If, upon the Report of a Dis- 
triot Health Officer, or other officer 
appointed for the purpose, or other- 

é, it shall appear to the Health 
Officer for the Colony that there exist 
fon any lands in the neighbourhood of 
human habitations any conditions 
which are favourable to the propa- 
gation or sheltering of the lange of 
mosqtitos, or to the spread of malar 
jal fever, or othier infectious disease, 
the Health Officer for the Colon 
may lay before the Board of Healt 
a proposal for the issue of a focal 
sanitation order as hereinafter defined 
for putting an end to the conditions 
in question, and stich an order may 
thereafter be made by the Minister 
pon the recommendation of the 
Board. 

“3. The local sanitation order shall 
deline the area to which it will be 
applied, and shall call upon allo 
and occupiers of land yithin sheh 
area to concur in such steps, and to 
take such action as may be ordered for 
patting an end to such conditions 
eferred to in the foregoing regulation 
as are specified in the order. 

5. Teshall be the duty of all oc- 
cupiers of lands within the area to

cribed in the order, and to render 
every assistance Co the District Health 
Ofiicer, or other officer appointed for 
the purpose, and any other person

Valuable Information 
A Striking Contrast 
Scope for Indian Enterprise 


A correspondent at Chinde sends 
us the following interesting jinfor- 
‘mation in reply to our query. "The 
prospects fr Bs Indians Brits 

1 Africa are not bid. Chindle is 
the outlet for Central Africa, This 
town belongs to the Portuguese, and 
is altogether a new place, having 
come. into existence along ‘with: the 
British Central Afriean Protectorate. 
So whatever is applicable to British 
Central Alrica may very well be taken 
for Chinde also. I should say there 
are not more than three hundred 
Indians in. the whole of the Pro- 
tectorate. Almost all, of them are 
Memon merchants. from Kathiawar. 
‘There are two Hindu merchants, one 
a Brahman and the other a Lohana. 
‘The rest of the Indians are clerks. | 
‘There are also about one hundred and | 
fifty Sikhs attached to the King’s 
African Rifles at Zomba. ‘These are 
drafted from the Indian army. 
appears that the Sikhs 
‘@ great deal towards pacilying the 
country, when it was proclaimed a Brit- 
ish Protectorate. ‘The troubles that 
British Indians have to undergo in 
South Africa ane unknown in this part 
of the country. The attitude of the 
authorities is decidedly to foster In- 
dian immigration.

But for these circumstances 
Dharmsila Cantonment. would not 
have been so seriously affected, as it 
was almost on the western fringe of 
the earthquake. The shock was felt 

uisly in the neighbourhood 
of Kangra and along the foot of the 
hills. In the Kangra tahsil 67 villages 
‘were deciinated, of which r1 lost more 


























than 20 per vent, In Palampur the 
Joss was less, 19 villages losing 
over 10 jer cent. In Kulu the 
loss of life nowhere reached 


the same proportion, but this was 
Jargly duc to the architecture. The tim- 
ber bondings held together sufficiently 
tong for human beings to. make their 
escape, though the loss in animals 
was very serious.
